If ho conii>liiins that hia 
billa thia wiiitor hi'o lrtri,or than thoao of 
last, lio niny got .uidthiir old motor which 
may or may not by as accun«to as thu one 
ho has just rulinqiiialiod; but ho yots no 
refund for tho luaa lio haa auatainod by 
tho liiaccuracy of the discardod iustru- 
mont which, through tho osorciao of an 
occult intolli^'oiiCB — coniprohonaivn only 
til gasmen — uiwaya aoouiH to rcj^istcr in a 
way that i.s s;iti.sfaotuiy to its owner and 
just tho rovor.so to tlio oonauuiera. Tho 
public aro not iibscihitoly heliilcss . Tliuir 
redress is to lly to oluctricity or oil. Tlio 
oity haa adoptod tho forTnor ami many 
private consumers havo found roliof by 
adopting tho oloau;inoua lluiil. In fonnor 
articloa it w:irt .-iliowii that Lho charijo for 
gaa in this city is livo tiuiea tlist ch:vri;od 
in London and Moiitrual, uiul ao:iriy 
twice tho rate aakod at San FranciHCo. 
Wo havo never boon able to undointand

At 
loaat, no one would appear to support it, 
and wo feol sure that tho public would 
not accept as a favor at the hands of thu 
company wliat tiioy aro ontitlod to ru- 
ooivo as a riijht. Two dollars and a half 
per thousand id inoro than ample biiCHH.se 
it would pay haudsoino interest on the in- 
voatmont.

THE SILVER qUESr ION. 

Tho ()ueation of deinoneti/-in'j; the silver 
currency of tho IJnilod ytatos haa been 
moottid a number of timoo of lato yuars; 
but it is difficult to any whether such n 
course is likely to bo soon adopted by the 
fjovornmoiit or not; tho country seems 
divided in oiiioion in ri';;ard to the win ■ 
doni f)f the .iti'ii.

due that inatitutinn. Tho law now re- 
quires not loaa than two million ailvor dnl- 
lara to bo coined each month, and silver 
uortificates Constitute a larije part of the 
money in circul.ition. :\. auilden clinn^o 
in tho curronoy could not fail to distnrh 
the conditiiin of trado, and even hIkjuW 
the enactment of a law to demonetize 
silver currnncy be made aoino lime before 
tlie date of its enforcement, tlio anticipa- 
tion of tho chango wi'uld havo the olToct 
of greatly depreci.'itini; vahion. Tlio L;idil 
advocators urge tli.-it the d(!;nonotiz:\i,ion 
of ailvor will not diminish the voluinu of 
currency aa paper nionoy rndi3emublo in 
j{old will bo BUpplitid in a quantity suf- 
ficient to moot all domand.s of business. 
But it ia a qiieatiun whether there can 
ever ho a gold basis aufhciont to uorvo as n 
redemption fund for the :im )iint of cur- 
rency the country riiquires. It would 
never bo aafo to have tho paper money in 
circulation largely in oxoi'ms of tln^ coin 
baais or a financial crisis and a Hu.^pension 
of npecio payments would follow thu least 
disturbance of trade. 

TilK NonTHWIiST. 

The norlhwoat, tho special prido of the 
Dominion guvernmunt, doea not aoom to 
thrive. 'J'hero aro numerous nioaauroa 
for its relief and improvement to be 
pasfled at tho present ncH.siiMi of parlia- 
ment, and it is to bo hoped that they will 
aid in bringing brighter times to tho 
prairie province and tho territory to tho 
north and west of it. There never was n 
country on the faco of the globe that was 
boomed to such an extent aa iho north- 
west, but everything that is blown up 
nmst como down again, and that is what 
Manitoba \vm done, and it haa coma down 
very flat indocd. Itowovor, there is a 
good deal of hope for the country, as it 
has much to back it; the soil ia its chief 
aourc(> of wealth, for though the rigorous 
climate procludea the cultivation of all 
but the most hardy fruita and vegetables, 
tho grain of the nortlnfcst w claimed to 
bo the lineat in tho world. The coiuple- 
tion of the railway, which will allow au 
Interchange of business between thin 
province and .ManiLol);i, nhould irive a d 
oided impetus tn tho trade of both pro- 
vinces, in addition to the general revival 
vyhioh ia auro to f(dlow tho opening to 
traffic of tho great national highway.

The apjiarition slowly lowered her
